I believe I'm on a writing spree 
tonight and as long as I feel this 
way I might as well keep on writing j 
you until I run down.

w ear the same kind of clothes as we 
do. 
That also is a great relief after 
getting terribly tired of all the Arabs 
with the sort of robe or cape that 
practically every one w*ears. 
They 
are very clean personally though the 
majority of their towns are rather 
dirty, being built on the traditional 
European style, narrow streets cling­ 
ing to the sides of hills, no windows 
or screens (just an opening) so mo­ 
squitoes and flies are bad.

and 
nicer than others, 
I had the chance 
to visit Palermo, the capital, the 
other day and it is a beautiful city. 
It had been heavily bombed before 
w* invaded the island but even in 
spite, of that it is still a mighty 
pretty town with wide shaded streets, 
lots of trees, a beautiful harbor, etc. 
Under separate cover I am sending 
some views of the city. 
Hope you 
like them. 
As I wrote you before, these peo­ 
ple look upon us as liberators aud 
not conquerors.

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Vegetable Storage On

lege Extension Service.

In the storage house stack 
the crates in double rows, leaving 
an aisle about three feet wide for 
air circulation.
